Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The contiguity of Thanksgiving changes the center of 
interest of the fall season. The fruits take their rearward way, 
very much as the flowers do at the beginning of fall, and now, 
instead of the ordinary articles which go to make the staples of 
canned goods, the quantity of oysters and the lines of trade 
built upon them come more prominently into view. This may, 
therefore, be termed the advent of the winter solstice, and 
Thanksgiving Day marks it as strongly as any other season of 
the year is marked. 

From year to year, however, we are feeling more particu- 
larly the influence of the laws intended to be just and wise; but 
it takes time to prove these articles, although, it mtist be ad- 
mitted, it generally turns out well. Just at present the Chesa- 
| peake Bay region is feeling the first influence of the application 

of the new oyster law, which went into action at the beginning 
of this year. This law is known as the Haman Law, which 
occupied the attention of the State for many years, was fought 
over and studied in the sessions of the State Legislature and 
finally enacted in a way that was very nearly up to the desires of 
its promoters. Its purpose was to restrain the destruction of 
the oyster in the Bay, at least in the Maryland portion of it, as 
the evil had become so great that something direct had to be 
‘done and done quickly. Its purpose was mainly to aid in the 
artificial cultivation of oysters on the oyster grounds; but inci- 
dentally it has given a side assistance to the prevention of 
illimitable catching and selling of oysters and of reserving the 
same for cultivation in Chesapeake waters. ; 

So excellent have been the operations already, that here 
within one year of its enactment and application, the oysters are 
feeling the benefit of it. Naturally, the first result was to form 
a scarcity of oysters; but this was absolutely necessary to allow 
the oysters a chance to grow, and it was calculated by some that 
if sufficient time were given the oysters they would avail them- 
selves of it naturally to increase their size, their quantity, their 
flavor and, therefore, their value; and all these things are de- 
veloping rapidly. But there has been another development that 
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was not foreseen. For a score of years the oyster catching has 
been overdone, the oysters have been getting smaller and smaller, 


both in size and quantity of supply, and the natural result of — 


higher prices for raw stock has worked injury to the cove oyster 
business until it was almost driven out. When it is remembered 
that twenty-five to thirty years ago the cove oyster packers were 
the merchant prices of the canning industry, a series of evil 
years seems to have come over the cove oyster business, and 
the new development is in the direction of destroying this evil 
and restoring the business to its pristine excellence. 

The strange point is that this restoration will be largely due 
to the effect of the Pure Food law. The Cove oyster industry 
like others has been going through a series of changes, mainly 
in the matter of the packing and shipping of oysters, and the 
increase of population of the United States has so diversified the 
demands for them that there has been more call for oysters than 
there was really a supply for. This demand made the call for 
oysters of the small size to such an extent that the cove oyster 
business was virtually robbed; because only oysters of low price 
are available in the raw stock for the use of the cove oyster 
packers, and the quantity of these low priced oysters has been 
exceedingly small. It can easily be understood when it is known 
that in ten years the figures of millions of bushels of cove oyster 
stock which came to this port dwindled down to a few thousand 
bushels and the prices still kept high. The increase of raw 
oyster packing has been to the detriment of the cove oyster 
packer on account of the loss of the supply of raw stock. Much 
of the raw oyster packing went over to the Peninsular side of 
the Bay, and the Baltimore people suffered accordingly. The 
wider distribution of raw oysters by the railroads has had 
another effect upon the business. A quarter of a century ago 
very much of the raw oyster stock that went out was shipped in 
square cans, packed in ice; but the advent of the fashion of 
sending out the shucked oysters in barrels, with a large lump of 


ice directly in the midst of the oysters, soon banished the square 
can, and nearly all the cities of the North and West, and 
especially of the Northwest, sold raw stock oysters by the quart 
in the market direct from the barrel as soon as received. The 
requirements of trade caused the repacking of the oysters in ice 
at Chicago for further shipments West; but in sending the 
barrel stock out in that way commercial avidity soon sought 
another method of preserving the’ oysters. Formaldyhyde, 
or some other preserving agent was introduced in small quanti- . 
ties into the barrels, and the oysters thus could travel very much 
further without loss of any kind. Naturally, the business 
continued to extend under the new circumstances; but the pure 
food law prohibits anything of this sort, and in the enforcement 
of this law, will come the reaction. 

Naturally, knowledge of this fact is even at present prevent- 
ing the amount of raw oyster business that would usually go out 
at this season of the year, and the final consequence will be a 
larger supply of small oysters at the home point, because it will 
not be possible to commercially ship them long distances. We 
may, therefore, look for an increase in the demand for cove 
oysters all over the country; which will probably be attributable 
to the effect of the Pure Food Law. Possibly the taste which 
has been created by the extention of the raw oyster trade will 
come back with full force in the demand for cove oysters; and as 
it is reasonably certain that the Haman oyster law will within 
a year or two show a greatly increased supply of oysters, between 
the two forces of the demand and supply we can anticipate a very 
great extention of the cove oyster business. 

Just at present, however, shippers of raw oysters are greatly 
influenced in the action of the law; but they will probabiy find 
their best customers among the cove oyster factories as the 
demand for oysters from outside sources decreases. 

In other lines of canned goods the season keeps ordinarily 
brisk. Supplies, however, especially among the staples, are not

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heavy, and there are few changes in the quotations of the brok- 
ers, and such changes as are made are generally upward. 

It must be admitted corn is low, too low; but there is a 
very large lot of carryover corn, in which corn starch has been 
used in the packing, to say nothing of other ingredients, and, as 
it will be necessary to have the labels state this fact, this knowl- 
edge acts against the demand for carryover corn. In other 


. words, buyers continue shy of corn which was packed in 1905, 


and it must be admitted that a large quantity of the corn on 
hand is of that season. There is no question of its excellence; 
it is good in every respect; it is merely the technicality of the 
law which requires the statement of the facts upon the label 
Corn has been selling in this State, Maine style, at 421%c. to 
45c., 55¢., 60c. and even up to 7oc. New York reports nearly 
the same conditions; but the excellence of the article itself is 
causing a continuation of the consumption of immense quantities 
of canned corn, and there is a movement on hand in the West to 
get the holders of this corn together to prevent them throwing 
it upon the market at losing prices. 

In tomatoes there is a little more strength than there has 
been, but it is only a shading, a steadving of conditions rather 
than an increase of prices. The cheaper goods have been nearly 
all consumed, but for this season the volume of goods was not 
as good in quality as-usual, owing to the extreme wetness of 
the summer. Consequently, there is a range of prices between 
87%c. to $1.10 in respect to tomatoes, and there never was a 
year when the finest, high quality goods brought better prices. 

In peaches also there has been some slight advance in 
values. Standard 3s, white and yellow, are quoted from 5c. to 
1oc. higher than last week, the figures being mainly from $1.60 


to $1.70 per dozen for standards and extras. The medium * 


grades have shown no change in values, but gallon pies are now 
quoted at $2.65. 
In peas there is coming to be recognized a lack of supplies, 
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and standard early Junes are in request at $1.00 for good stock; 
the varieties run from $1.10 to $1.50 and up to $2.20 for petit 
pois. 

Pineapple also shows a slight advance on the week, No. 2 
grated having advanced to $1.20 and No. 1 at goc. 

There has been a slight advance in the prices for cans of the 
independent makers. It will also be noticed that the light 
weights of tin plates naturally are being discarded, and of course 
the using of heavier plates naturally increases the cost of cans. 

There is no change tn the prices of pig tin nor pig lead, and 
canners’ metals may be found on their regular page.

CALIFORNIA LETTER. 


SAN FRAncisco, Nov. 16, 1906. 

Canneries all over the State are drawing this season’s activity 
toanend. A few hands are being retained to take care of the 
little shipping yet to be accomplished, and to get the plants in 
order for next season’s problems. At a number of canneries 
quite a few carloads of fruits remain unshipped on account of 
the inability of packers to secure sufficient box shooks or on 
account of the dilatory tactics of the railroads in supplying 
needed cars. Previous letters have enumerated some of the 
troubles our canners’ have had to contend with during the season 
now closing, and the end is not yet. There is scarcely anything 
left to sell, with the possible exception of a few cases of grapes 
or apples. The sales end of the business is not worrying anybody 
just now. It is the shipping and delivery feature that is turning 
my packers friends’ hair gray. 

Without doubt, I can now say that the season’s pack of 
tomatoes exceeds any previous record for this vegetable, so far 
as this State is concerned. It will aggregate somewhere between 
g00,000 and 950,000 cases—the highest previous pack amounted 
to 650,000 cases. In spite of the increased pack, the price shows 
no signs of decline or weakness; on the contrary, there is every 
indication of future advances. One local authority attributes 
such a state of affairs to the vastly increased consumption of the 


vegetable in this State due to the great influx of population | 
coming as a result of the reconstruction of San Francisco, and 


* the building of the Western Pacific and other railroad enterprises. 
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increased 33%4% during the past six months. Tomatoes are now 
quotable at 8734 to go cents for 2%-lb. standard goods, and 
gallons of the same grade at $2.90 to $3.00 per doz. I am 
informed that in the face of the large pack, several canners’ 
stand oversold and have been forced to make suitable cash settle- 
ments .on their contracts. I am not in a position to verify the 
story. 

The campaign against the pear blight is once more being 
waged by the Agricultural Department, assisted by the California 
authorities and the interested growers. Those in command pro- 
fess great confidence in the outcome. It is certainly to be hoped 
that their efforts will be crowned with success. ¢ 

This portion of the State had another short rain-storm 
yesterday, and there are good prospects of more to follow. The 
country is thirsty and needs the moisture. 

From the indications ruling at present, there is every reason 
to anticipate high prices on California canned goods n-xt season. 
The absence of ‘‘carry-over’’ which will ensue this season, 
means that new pack goods will once more come on a base market 
witlr easily foreseen results. CALIFORNIAN.

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Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

Tomatoes are attracting more attention. Packers have oversold No. 2 
totnatoes of Maryland packing and they cannot obtain sufficient goods to 
fill orders. Accordingly they are being pressed for the goods and some of 
the canners have settled with the cash. No. 3s are quiet. The buyers are 
generally bidding goc. delivered for standard No. 3s and holders ask 87 4c. 
to goc. f. o. b. at factory; consequently the volume of business has been 
small, Corn is quiet and the doctored cheap stuff is still pressed for sale, 
while fancy brands are very firm. String beans and standard peas are firm, 
the stocks being small. Canned fruits show only moderate animation. 
Pears are selling better. Peaches and apples are firm. Salmon is quiet 
and firm. Domestic sardines are held at full prices.—A/erchants’ Review. 


Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are nominally still goc. county, but here and there sore last 
year’s goods can be bought at that price delivered. The undertone is still 
strong and there is some disposition to buy. The latest estimate of the 
pack makes it nearly 8,000,000 cases, which is somewhat latger than was 
expected. Even if these figures are right, hoWever, the supply will barely 
equal the consumption. Corn is ditll and weak. Peas are still high and 
cleaning up in first hands. No change has occurred during the week. 
The situation is firm. Peaches are unchanged, scarce and firm. As to 
California peaches, deliveries are both slow and small, some packers not 
delivering more than 30%. The average, however, lies somewhere between 
50 and 60%. Apples are unchanged and steady, with some indications of 
advance. Apples are selling for export in large blocks. No change to 
speak of has occurred in the Baltimore line. It seems to be certain that 
most lines of canned goods, with the possible exception of corn, will be 
cleaned up this year.—Grocery World. 


Montreal, Can. 


In canned goods the situation is absolutely without feature. Nothing 
new has transpired. Grocers who have not yet received their orders in full 


should soon be quite stocked. The shortage of strawberries is being felt in 
some sections, There is nothing new in tomatoes, nor in corn or peas, 
Fair trade is passing in these lines, but the size of any orders received is 
not large, owing to the fact that grocets have but recently received these 
goods for which they placed their order a few months back. 


Toronto, Can. 

The tomato situation is vety interesting. Wholesalers report that 
already-the consumptive demand, especially north and west, is heavy, 
The Canadian canners filled only 80 or 85%, of their orders and they do not 
seem to have been much heavier than last year. The issue now turns upon 
the pack of the other canners. A pretty careful estimate is that the total 
pack is a little larger than last year. Some of the outside canners who can 
afford to are holding their stocks for better prices, and there have been 
sales at prices in advance of present quotations. Some wholesalers look 
for an advance after Christmas.—Canadian Grocer. 


London, England. 

Salmon.—Thete is not much doing in this market, but prices for 
British Columbia and Alaska are unchanged. The Lake Champlain has 
artived at Liverpool with 600 cases. Lobsters ate scarce and prices temain 
high. Sardines.—The packets in Portugal report a disastrous season there, 
as thete has been ptactically no fishing since August last, and this has, of 
coutse, Seriously affected everyone concerned in the industry, Higher 
prices are iri consequence asked by the packers. The ttiarket here is very 
firm, and for the time of the year there is a fair business passing. Retent 
arrivals include the Peninsula with 3,118 cases, the Servan to Newhaveti 
with 1,432 cases and the Salmo to Hull with 829 cases. Meats.—The im- 
provenient in business noted last week is well maintained and the market 
is very firm with a higher tendency. Fruits remain quiet but very firm. 
Pines continue to go off steadily and prices are firm. 


Liverpool, England. 

There has been more business in canned goods generally this week 
than for some time past, and the demand from the country seems to indi- 
cate that buyers are taking their requirements from hand to mouth, and 
stocks must be very low. Best salmon is in good inquiry. Respecting 
Alaska, one or two weak holders have cleared out on the market during 

_last week, and prices now seem firming. There is no doubt that Alaska at 
the present time is exceedingly cheap. Fruits are in inquiry. Apricots, 
pears and peaches are very firmly held, as in every department of fruits 
there are indications of much higher prices for the new season. Pine-

BALTIMORE, MD., Nov. 19, 1906. 

Tomatoes.—There is a good, steady movement in tomatoes. The feat- 
ure of the market continues to be the gradual cleaning up of No. 2 stand- 
ards and seconds. The Baltimore market is practically bare at 77%c. to 80c. 
per dozen. County points are almost entirely cleaned up. It is well to re- 
member that No. 2 standard tomatoes are not generally packed outside of 
Baltimore. There are a few packed in Harford county and a few on the 
Peninsula, but most of these points have been cleaned out. The source of 
supply will be Baltimore, and from all we can learn the supply here is far 
from adequate. We are selling quite a few No. 3 standards at 87%c. per 
dozen, Peninsula, These goods are new packing and excellent stock. 

String Beans.—Have been selling quite freely this week at 6oc. per 
dozen for No, 2 standards, While we can still buy a few more at this 
figure, the tendency of the market seems to be toward higher prices. 

Oysters.—We are having a very heavy demand for oysters and the 
orders are far in excess of the supply for prompt shipment. 

We are still selling freely of oysters for later delivery at 85c. and $1.60 
per dozen for 4 and 8 oz, and goc. and $1 75 per dozen for 5 and 10 oz. 
oysters, regular size cans; 924c. and $1.80 per dozen for 5 and 10 oz, talls. 
The market is in very strong shape. 

Sweet Potatoes.—We are picking up a few cars of sweet potatoes on 
the Peninsula at 67%c. per dozen, less 14% prompt shipment. They are 
not easy to find, however, at this figure for labeled goods. Packers are 
having considerable difficulty in getting labels. 

Spinach.—The market is in very strong shape at $1.00 per dozen for 
No, 3 standards and $3.10 to $3.25 per dozen for gallon standards, Packing 
so far this fall has been very light.

Dear Sirs.—Nothing new or different developed this week in the 
tomato market from the conditions that prevailed during the previous two 
weeks. The undertone to the market is firm and a feeling of confidence in 
the stability of the article prevails all along the line. The demand for the 
highest quality fancy tomatoes in both the regular size and the extra tall 
tins continues to be very good, while the call for seconds tomatoes has 
made that grade scarce. It may come to pass by and by that the consum- 
ers will have to rely on the No. 3 standard grade to supply their wants, the 
stock of the gallon size being known to be far below the usual holdings at 
this time of the year. Tomatoes bought at today’s prices look safe 
enough. 

There was the usual volume of business done during the week in all 
the different kinds of seasonable vegetables, for instance, spinach, sweet 
potatoes, kraut, corn and baked beans. Inquiries for peas developed a 
scarcity of seconds, standards and the finest quality of petit pois, which has: 
been expected here. The demand for string beans fell off naturally 
enough as the price advanced, but they continue strong, with an upward 
tendency. ‘ 

In the line of fruits, the demand for the new pack of pears and apples 
shows no signs of falling off because the prices are attractive, the quality is 
good and they can be retailed at popular figures. In all other kinds of 
fruits the stocks held here are so small that they can cut no figure in the 
market, and there is only the usual daily small jobl-ing demand for them 
to piece out broken assortments. 

The fall packing season for cove oysters in this market has opened 
with about the smallest supply of the raw material available in many years, 
and the scarcity of them at the Gulf points has sent to this market a 
demand that cannot be met except to a small extent—a wonderful contrast 
to the old times when Baltimore supplied nearly the world.

Tomatoes.—So far as new business closed this week is concerned for 
this market, there has possibly not been as large a volume as last week, 
though holders’ ideas show no change from their former strong position, 
which seems to be uniformly well maintained. Here and there it has been 
possible to secure parcels of both 2s and 3s under quotations, but, as a rule, 
the size of such parcels was not large. At the same time grocery interests 
have this week, precisely as last week, shown only ordinary interest and 
are not disposed to treat for any stpply beyond immediate wants. 
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Corn.—Inquiry and demand this week of small compass. Quotations 
of last week show no change whateyer, with holders of 1905 packing meet- 
ing buyers’ ideas rather than pass the business. 

String Beans.—Difficult now to get any quantity of standard 2s green 
strings here under 60c.; available stocks here of both wax and green strings 
remarkably light for this time of year. 

Apples.—We strongly advise covering your wants in both 3s at 65c. 
and gallons at $1.90 per dozen. Demand has been again this week very 
heavy, and it would not surprise us to see a firmer and possibly a higher 
market; especially does this apply to gallons; stock on this market now of 
excellent quality. ‘ 

Sweet Potatoes.—Heavy as was the buying last week, this week has 
even been heavier, and has come in from all sections; quantity packed so 
far this season, in our judgment, less than half, as compared with last year. 
Should buying for the coming week be as good as it has been for the past 
two weeks, then it is quite probable that 72%c., and possibly 75c., will 
look just as cheap then as does 7oc. today. 

Pears.—Demand fair; former quotations unchanged.

ABERDEEN, MD., Nov. 19, 1906. 

Tomatoes.—Considerable anxiety is reported existing among buyers as 
to fulfilment of delayed future contracts. No. 2 size especially has been 
the subject of considerable discussion. It has been whispered that cash 
settlements have been made in some cases since the packers did not pack 
sufficient to fill their contracts; as a result, the present estimated large pack 
is again questioned. Judging from current orders, buyers in a number of 
sections appreciate the uncertainty of figures so far given and rather than 
take chances later on, they are playing safe by securing ‘‘the bird in the 
hand.”’ Day to day business has sustained previous prices and it is excep- 
tional to find a holder willing to entertain a counter bid and when such 
rare cases rule it has generally been more because of unfavorable storing 
facilities rather than lack of confidence in future prices. It is well known 
that many country packers are not; in position to winter goods properly, 
as few of them have frost-proof warehouses; while this condition makes 
more sellers at this season of the year, it also makes more buyers, for by 
purchasing now, it is possible to obtain better quality now than later after 
goods are or have been in a frozen condition. Buyers appreciating this 
have made a number of purchases durimg the last few weeks; these sales 


are making a hole in stocks on hand and many factories will be entirely 
bare of goods on hand before December Ist, thus leaving reserve holdings 
in the hands of a few financially strong who will not be influenced as to 
price except according to their interpretation of conditions governing 
supply and demand. 

Corn.—The hustle to unload non-pure food grades is going on; buyers 
in position to move large lots must be having a harvest. Low prices are 
putting this grade of corn into consumption, and so far there are no reports 
of poisoning, although wily and wot Wiley methods may have been used in 
the packing. Effects of these grades on the poison squad are yet to be 
reported; the just continue to suffer with the unjust; grades packed a la 
pure food are being neglected notwithstanding their purity, and it is to be 
regretted that buyers do not appreciate the pecuniary superiority of qualities 
packed by this process. Doubtless time will work wonders, and later on 
the ‘‘new kind ”’ will be alone in demand.

The 
figures for 1906 do not include exports to Alaska, Hawaii and Porto Rico, 
which aggregated $1,250,000.

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NEW YORK MARKET. 

NEw York, Nov. 21.—During the week just passed the 
canned goods market has shown increasing activity. Sales have 
been larger in some varieties and have not fallen off in others. 
Conditions have improved somewhat during the week, the holi- 
day trade having improved the demand for substantially all 
varieties. The scarcity of fruits has created an acute situation 
in all the most popular and wanted sorts, but at present there 
appears to be no relief. Buyers are-searching all markets for 
supplies, but so far have been unable to find them or to even 
relieve their pressing necessities. 

Tomatoes.—The market is strong, largely because of the 
scarcity of full standard 3s that will come up to requirements. 
At least, that is the report that comes from Baltimore and much 
evidence has accumulated recently to substantiate this assertion. 
Brokers say they can find nothing at less than goc. f. o. b. for 
full standard Maryland 3s, while 75c. f. 0. b. is the price gener- 
ally asked for standard Maryland 2s. Inquiry has increased 
and nothing in the way of desirable number 3 standards can be 
had for less than 87 %c., and few are procurable at that figure. 
Scattering sales at that figure are reported, but they are chiefly 
in small lots and are evidently made to clean up small lots. 
From 1,000 to 2,000 cases a day have been sold at this figure, it 
is said, but more than one buyer has scrutinized purchases very 
carefully before accepting them. Demand seems to be wholly 
on the hand-to-mouth order. 

Corn.—The situation has not changed. Buyers are looking 
for bargains, but reject most of the offerings of cheap goods on 


the score of quality, or beeause preservatives have been used, 
which will make it practically impossible to dispose of them 
under the provisions of the pure food law. Holders of State 
corn are offering their goods very low, but Western goods are 
offered so much lower than State or Southern stock that State 
goods wili not sell. 


Peas.—While there is more or less inquiry, the high views 
of holders prevent much movement. Standards at $1.00 or less 
sell readily, but the supplies are too scarce to make much of a 
market. 

Spinach.—The market has advanced to $1.05 f. o. b. Balti- 
more for standard 3s, owing to the increased cost of raw mate- 
rial. Advices from Baltimore say no gallons are to be had there. 

Apples.—Gallons are rather scarce and the market is firm. 
While $2.15 to $2.20 will still buy, $2.25 is asked by nearly all 
holders. 

Pears.—New Jersey Keiffers continue in demand at $1.00 
for standard 3s, packed from well-ripened stock. Southern. 
goods are fairly active at full previous quotations. 

Peaches.—All kinds are scarce, with demand for lemon 
clings steadily increasing. 

Salmon.—Demand for red Alaska is light, but the market 
is steady. Within the last week or so a number of lots have 
been picked up at $1.00 to $1.02%4 from second hands, but $1.05 
is still the regular quotation. Other brands are scarce and 
scarcely quotable. 

Sardines.—The market is quiet, with sales in small lots 
chiefly. The short pack and the small quantity remaining 
unsold combine to keep the market firm. Hupson. 


Canada’s Strict Food Laws. 


As an example of the severity of the pure food laws as 
enforced in Canada, we take the following notice from the 
Montreal (Can.) ‘‘Star’?: 

As we are now in the season in which dealers are securing their supply 
of poultry and fish, it is opportune to call their attention to the following 
by-law, which came into force on the 29th instant: 

Art. 39e—Shall be sold, offered for sale, or exposed for the purpose of 
selling any animal intended for use as f 
not have been emptied immediately after it has been killed, or, in cases of 
fish, immediately after it has been taken. 

Strictly followed out, we can easily imagine the troubles 
this will cause as compared with the way we do it in the United 
States. ‘‘ With all its faults,’’ our pure food law is not so bad 
after all.

A TIME OF CONSIDERATION. 

This time of the year is usually full of thought and import- 
ance to the canned goods packer; he has many problems which 
arose through the past season to settle satisfactorily and they 
_are often difficult. But this year from several causes they are 
particularly difficult and more insistent of settlement. Usually 
it is the question of the disposition of surplus stocks, or the 
regulation of action in respect to peculiar conditions; but this 
year the Pure Food Law has added a new factor to the problem 
which affects everything on his schedule and many things that 
may come on it. Just at this time he has to overlook his entire 
holdings of labels, recast their contents at the same time that he 
is studying the application of the law to them, and get ready 
for all kinds of difficult questions which will arise with the turn 
of the year or with sales that are to be-made between now and 
the first of January. 

Naturally the jobbers and wholesale buyers will evade as 
much difficulty as possible by throwing the onus of responsibil- 
ity onto the canned goods packer when they can; therefore, the 
holder of goods of any kind finds his market slow on account of 
the possibilities that may arise in respect to labeling any kind of 
goods. 

This condition almost demoralizes the market at present, 
but the market itself is in a peculiar position, even if there were 
no unusual matters to disturb its equanimity. In general, there 
are three or four important articles in the canners’ list which 
occupy the main attention. In point of season and extent they 
may be named as peas, corn, tomatoes and peaches. The market 
is peculiar this season from the fact of the division of products. 

Corn is usually a Northern and Western article; peas have 
of late years become more Western than Eastern; tomatoes are 
usually Southern and Eastern, and peaches may be described as 
Southern and Pacific. The situation is strange in almost every 
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one of these articles. To tell straight truth, the West went 
into pea packing too heavily a couple of years ago, and, as the 
packing of peas is unquestionably the most particular,and diffi- 
cult of all articles, it is not a wonder that our optimistic Western 
friends rushing newly into the difficult line, in a large way, 
found themselves possessed of a great amount of canned peas 
which, however good in quality, contained many of the inferior 
marks that give the wholesale buyer ‘a chance to depreciate 
goods. All these possibilities developed in the Western experi- 
ence in peas. There was a fairly large pack East, there was a 
very great increase West and the result was that with all the 
faith of the Western packers in their new peas the market was 
overdone and the jobbers’ buyers got in their innings in knock- 
ing the prices down. That was in 1904, and, although the pro- 
ducers have had great courage and nerve in maintaining the 
price fairly well, peas have had a black eye for nearly two years. 

During the year 1905 they recovered somewhat, mainly be- 
cause there was more care among the packers. In 1906 they 
have recovered somewhat more until at present there is actually 
becoming a demand for peas that is naturally putting them back 
to their normal value. It can be recognized, however, that they 
are only recovering themselves from scarcity, and it is import- 
ant that they get their proper position in the market by the 
middle of next February. In other words, the packers have 
learned their lesson on them. Naturally in the coming season 
they will be a little shy of peas. 

But whilst there has been a depression in peas, it has been 
eclipsed by the slump in corn; for, in the canned goods business 
hermetically sealed corn is put up in larger quantities in the 
West than anything else that goes into tin. It is not necessary 
to mention here that one vear ago at this time and season West- 
ern corn packers found themselves loaded up with an immense 
pack of corn. Good it was, there is no question of that; but 
events have proven that there was nearly enuugh of it for two 
years, and the wholesale jobber finding his opportunity at hand 
to depreciate these goods lost no time in steadily doing so. 
Only the resolution of the Western packers to neglect corn 
packing this year of 1906 at all saved the article from demorali- 
zation during this whole year. Standard corn, as a rule, has 
been selling down below cost and its quotation of today at 45c. 
is less than first cost value. 

We understand that at present there is the germs of a 
combined movement going on in the Middle West, looking to an 
agreement to hold canned corn so as to improve ihe price. And 
we presume this will be a considerable factor influencing the 
whole line of canned goods during the winter. The fact itself 
proves the necessity for it; but it is useless to deny the further 
fact that the very knowledge of its existence will be used to 
‘‘bear’’ the market. Furthermore, the requirements that we 
spoke about of the pure food law will give the ‘‘ bears’. a very 
able opportunity to work out their scheme; although we really 
believe the consumption of corn is so great and the neglect of 
the article in the packing house so extensive this year that under 
ordinary circumstances it would recover its value. That which 
would be best to happen would be to have the great jobbers at 
the commercial centers become heavy purchasers of the carry 
over, because then they would be interested in the improvement 
of the market, and would be eliminated as bears from the 
situation. 

We distinctly maintain that in this era of general advance- 
ment of values, standard sugar corn cannot be produced at first 
cost at 45 cents, and this article lies like a cloud upon the value 
of the corn of Maine and New York State. Maryland and 
Virginia have been comparatively fortunate this year in market- 
ing their corn pack, and their carry over of sugar corn is not 
worrying them. 

Tomatoes at present are bothering the Maryland canner 
more than anything else. In the first place, the general quality 


of the tomatoes all over the country was not good, they were too 
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costly than they should have been, and it is a question of doubt 
today whether the larger amount of carry over tomatoes lies in 
the West or the East. The carry over of tomatoes from 1905 
has been absorbed, after lying like a wet blanket upon the 
market. The disappointments that came out of that effort to 
corner tomatoes are being felt by all interested parties every- 
where, and yet buyers are doubtful as to what price they should 
pay for tomatoes at this time. The scarcity of this article, and 
the steady demand which can be counted upon may be regarded 
as certain to put it into good position with the opening of 
the year, and a fine season is anticipated for 1907 for the entire 
list. 


This leaves only peaches among the packer’s worries, after 
he has disposed of the other troubles. Peaches have been ex- 
tremely disappointing to all parties; the only point of satisfaction 


being that the conditions of 1906 have cleaned the market up

everywhere to such an extent that 1907 should give the packers 
a bumper season, provided of course that they can get the crops. 
We recapitulate all these things, merely to show what a little 
bunch of trouble the average packer, or the packers en masse, 
have at this season of the year, and it is just now that he has to 
sit down and figure over carefully in the light of the enviroing 
difficulty. With a not too prosperous season at his back, he 
must settle all these difficulties between now and the first of the 
year by resolution, and live on the hope of what the year 1907 
will do for him. The outlook of course could be worse, because 
Nature’s difficiencies in crops generally turn into blessings soon 
after, and as canned goods have come to be considered now as 
one of the staples of life, there is nothing to trouble the situation 
except the proper declarations on the cans as they are sent to the . 
distributors.

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Wiley Explains Points. 


In a conversation with a representative of the ‘*New York 
Journal of Commerce’’ in that city this week, Dr. Wiley ex- 
plained some points of the Pure Food Law that will be found 
interesting. He is quoted as saying: 


‘‘We do not plan to carry on our inspection as a distinct and independ- 
ent matter,’’ continued Mr. Wiley. ‘‘ What we want to do is to work in 
collaboration with established State and municipal Pure Food Departments 
so far as domestic work is concerned. Our foreign work will necessarily 
be confined to our own laboratory, but on domestic work we desire to 
co-operate with State Departments of Agriculture and State Boards of 
Health, as well as municipal authorities. 

‘““We believe that domestic manufacturers are sincere when they say 
they welcome and are desirous of supporting the new law. Our experience 
in the past with importers has been that they honestly desired to comply 


with the provisions of the laws affecting their imports, and it will surprise 


me if the domestic manufacturers do not grade up quite as well.’’ 
5 “Then you believe the manufacturers are sincere in their protestations 
: that they desire to co-operate in the enforcement of the new food law ?’ the 
reporter asked. 

“Unquestionably. I should say nine out of every ten manufacturers 
are thoroughly honest in this matter, and it will probably be found that ten 
out of ten are honest. I believe that the knowledge that the law was to go 
into operation has had the effect of warning manufacturers that they 
should not put up goods that would necessarily have to be condemned, and 
the outlook, therefore, favors the voluntary observance of the law in a per- 
fectly fair and straightforward manner. Those manufacturers who were 
doing things that the law forbids now did so as a means of livelihood; they 
had to meet competition of other adulterators and they had, therefore, to 
adulterate their own goods. Now the necessity for adulterating has 
passed; there will be no competition necessary with adulterated goods, and 
I think they honestly welcome the law and will gladly return to legitimate 
methods of doing business. As I have said, I have found New York import- 
ers all you could ask anybody to be at any time, and my experience with 
manufacturers is that they desire to be honorable, upright and stright- 
forward with very few exceptions.”’ 

RULE REQUIRING ALL PRESERVATIVES ON LABEL. 

‘What further rulings have you under consideration in regard to » 

servatives ?”” 


‘I do not think I can say that we have any. We shall adhere to our 
present rule of requiring all preservatives to be named on the labels, and 
until these preservatives are officially declared to be harmful, and unless it 
is shown that those that are harmless are used in sufficient quantities, I see 
no reason why they should be interfered with. It is not our desire to dis- 
rupt trade conditions; the law governing inspection makes such inspéction 
permissive rather than mandatory and leaves a great deal of discretion to 
the Secretary of Agriculture in this matter. Of course, where a preserv- 
ative is harmful, we shall require that its use be prohibited; borax, for in- 
stance, has been proclaimed harmful and must not be used at all. Sali- 
cylic acid is about to be proclaimed harmful and its use must then com- 
pletely-cease. But rulings in the latter case will not be retroactive, and 
where there can be no injurious results, we believe that food products with | 
a moderate atnount of salicylic acid mentioned on the label will still be 
allowed to remain on the market. In other words, products honestly 
packed before the use of salicylic acid was absolutely forbidden will not be 
interfered with in cases where it is shown that the amount used cannot 
prove injurious to health.” 

COLORING MATTER. 

‘Will the same policy apply to artificial coloring matter ?”’ 

‘* Exactly; products artificially colored, with the name of the coloring 
matter on the label, and the amount used not sufficient to be harmful, will 
not be interfered with. In other words, manufacturers will be allowed to 
distribute the products they already have on hand, but will not be allowed 
to distribute any goods manufactured after the law was enacted. Manu- 
facturers are to be given time to conform to new conditions. There is, as a 
matter of fact, comparatively little artificial coloring matter used in this 
country at the present time, as manufacturers have anticipated the passage 
of the law and the rulings interpreting the law. Butter is, I think, the 
only article that is generally colored, and it is becoming more and more the 
case every year that the best butter is not colored. Aside from this, there are 
very few market products that are colored at all. The use of preservatives 
in this country has quite generally been abandoned. Our investigations 
show that the use of preservatives in canned fruits is very rare; the manu- 
facturers have been seeing the signs for years, and under the operation of 
the State laws they have been prepared for the National law. The very 
fact that a Pure Food Law was pending was sufficient to cause manufactur- 
ers to nnd new ways ot doing things. Surely if dealers and manufacturers 
will obey the law before it has passed they will not hesitate to obey it after- 
wards.’ 

‘Is it not a fact that Messrs. North and Gerry, who are your associates 
on the Commission, have gone to Europe to investigate the matter of ficti- 
tious names quite as much as to attend to the German tariff matter?’’ 

‘*No, itis not a fact. North and Gerry have gone abroad solely to 


look into tariff matters. Their mission has nothing to do with the food 
law.”’

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT 
PREVENTS IT. 


The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, II1., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sz/- 
phur is set free. ‘This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system’ overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no precip- 
itation of metallie salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 
tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the 
can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age fo a limit. Yours truly,

‘‘Certainly. The Secretary of Agriculture will continue to publish 
rulings as they may be required, but every possible opportunity will be 
given manufacturers to conform to those rulings without interfering with 
any supplies prepared under old conditions, provided it is found that the 
preparation is not injurious to health. 

‘* What we are concerned with is what will be made after January 1 and 
and not before. Of course, we could under the strict letter of the law 
apply its provisions to the stocks on hand on that date. The inspection is 
not mandatory; it may be made at such times as the Secretary of Agricult- 
ure may designate. If he does not wish an inspection until January he 
doesn’t have to order one.”’ 


American Canned Goods As Seen In England. 


Ever since the investigation of the meat packing interests 
in Chicago and the agitation following it, England has been 
fighting to overcome the evil effects it caused there. For it 
seems the reports had a very baneful effect upon the sale and 
consumption of canned goods generally in that country, and the 
public distrust was not confined to meats or meat products. So 
bad did this become, that parties in interest calied on our gov- 
ernment for a direct report in the matter. As a result, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt wrote the Grocers’ Federation of London, assur- 
ing them that the canned goods exported from America to Eng- 
land could be absolutely depended upon as pure and wholesome. 
Thereupon every one interested in the sale of canned goods 
hastened to reassure the English public, and one of the best 
tributes to American canned goods is a result of these efforts. 
It is given below: 

To the Editor of The Grocers’ Gazette: 

Sir.—The Grocers’ Federation, it is well known, succeeded on July 7 
ultimo, through its able and energetic secretary, Mr. A, J. Giles, in eliciting 
a noteworthy guarantee from President Roosevelt, and thus the 14,000 meim- 
bers of that important organization proved what the consumers of canned 
goods may always rely upon as far as English grocers are concerned. But 
there are retail grocers in the United States who have a National Retail 


Grocers’ Association, with a membership of 150,000, Its executive commit- 
tee met in Chicago on July 24 ultimo and passed a pertinent resolution. 


In it the United States President was thanked for the services he has rend- 
ered in connection with the Natioual Pure Food Act and now Law. The 
American grocers, however, reminded their chief magistrate and fellow- 
countryman that they had headed the campaign on behalf of pure food for 
years and no responsibilities resting upon them had been overlooked or ne- 
glected heretofore, or would be hereafter. What had now been sanctioned 
by Congress was but the outcome of the retail grocers’ united efforts. 
They would go on fighting until the pure food laws in every State through- 
out the Union prevented the sale of impure foods of every description. 
The retail grocers in their proposition intended far more than canned 
goods, and included all articles of food which are handled in the course of 
their business. It is useful and necessary that this be kept in mind. Now, 
many will remember that certain imaginative gentlemen a few months ago 
cabled from America and suggested undesirable canned goods were foisted 
off on American grocers for use in the States and the less unacceptable 
selected for dispatch abroad. This statement had a decidedly reassuring 
tone about it. But it was pure imagination, and might be described as 
absurd and untrue. There are retail and retail grocers, and the American 
specimen is a vastly larger buyer than most of his English cousins. Hence, 
he handles lines of considerable size and often deals with packers direct. 

He is in a position to purchase where he pleases and deal with whom he — 
prefers, and does. Well, what are the conditions upon which he buys from 
packers? A packer’s invoice has at the head, ‘‘ All claims for spoiled goods 
must be made within six months from date of invoice and goods held sub- 
ject to our order.’’ That proviso is not recently put on invoices, but has 
been upon them for twenty-five years and is not there by accident and is 
meant fora safeguard in the future. The conditions, then, are regular, 
well understood, generally insisted upon and always required by reputable, 
businesslike retail grocers in the United States of America. It is plain, 
therefore, that American grocers are level-headed and prudent, and have 
been taking no serious risks with their purchases of canned goods for at 
least a quarter of a century. What, then, becomes of the wild, reckless 
and trumped-up stories so freely circulated respecting the quantities of 
canned stuff put up by unnamed and conceivably characterless concerns? 
Unsound, unfit, practically unmerchantable tinned foods for shipment 
abroad, therefore deliverable to grocers in America, and all these grocers 
protected against fraud and trash! Comment is unnecessary. Those same 
conditions speak for themselves. They are recognized as trade customs 
from one end of the States to the other, lived up to by all packers who have 


any trade at all and the law courts enforce them everywhere. 
So much for the rubbish cabled over from the other side of the Atlantic

Let us now investigate the United States of America packers 
themselves, There are a goodly number of such men, and Chicago is not 
the home of all engaged in the industry, though there are in that city firms 
second to none in any country for reliability, uprightness, scrupulous hon- 
esty, exceptional skill, and whose products are absolutely sound and none 
sounder packed in the world.

Every sale made by them, or on their behalf by brokers, is upon the 
exact conditions of heading on invoices quoted. All their goods are guar- 
anteed sound and of a specified standard quality, and that is an easily ascer- 
tainable one. The guarantee given includes under the term sound, fresh, 
perfect, wholesome and keeping after delivery, also an outturn which shall 
satisfy expert judgment. All goods are examined prior to actual accept- 
ance, yet, as seen from conditions, are still liable to rejection in spite of 
that prior examination, and at any time within six months of invoice dates. 


The upshot of all this is self-evident. It insures exceptional precau- 
tions being taken at all canneries and in the mere protection of packers 
themselves. It necessitates honesty and calls for the utmost care in the 
selection of the best products obtainable and perfection of processing, and, 
it may be asserted, only packers of character, established reputation and

question excel in furnishing. There are in the foregoing two solid facts 
apparent: If we eliminate, say, up to 10% of packers who do only a local 
trade and export nothing, 90% of the canned goods used in. the States, or 
which are shipped abroad, are guaranteed, and under a straight, plain and 
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guaranteed. In a word, purity, wholesomeness, safety is the warranty 
every grocer can offer each customer who buys tinned goods from him, and 
next, all the packers of the percentage indicated give these guarantees un- 
hesitatingly and with a full and clear knowledge of their purport, and that 
trade usages and the laws of every State compel exact carrying out of the 
conditions specified on sale notes. — 

But doubtless patient readers of this long statement may sensibly ask, 
What has all this to do with our side of the deal? Very much indeed. 
Every package, every tin of canned goods imported from those United 
States packers and to Great Britain is bought under guarantees as rigid and 
binding as in the United States of America. British importers are as 
businesslike and prudent as are found anywhere, and they also secure solid 
and enforceable packers’ contracts. These are plain, clear and simple and 
found satisfactory. Packers or export merchants agree to deliver good, 
sound, merchantable quality, and generally define what the quality is, so 
described. It is not left in any doubt. ‘‘ Merchantable’’ means absolute 
soundness and perfect fitness for human food, fitness for any buyer’s food 
of any class. All canned goods so guaranteed are examined wherever 
landed by experts skilled in their work, who are independent, honest and 
often hard upon sellers. Nothing suspect will they pass, and, if anything, 
they are excessively exacting. More thorough, more severe than the 
methods of the canned goods examiners in Great Britain are scarcely con- 
ceivable. No foods eaten, none, positively, are so carefully, cleverly or 
painstakingly tested before reaching consumers’ hands; indeed many 
brands of canned goods and especially these labeled and sold here under 
owners’ own brands are tested tin by tin and several times over before 
reaching the users’ tables. Further, the leading importers and distributors 
are firms whose names for honorable dealing, conscientious conduct ano 
uprightness in every relation of business are pre-eminent. There are no 
firms whose reputations stand higher in Europe. Further, their expert 
acquaintance with canned goods is noteworthy and has won for them the 
huge trade they control and the deserved confidence of unnumbered and 
worthy customers. It is confidence safely based. 

Canned goods so cared for both at the source of supply and at every 
point, at factories and here, only gross ignorance and amazing stupidity 
can believe there is risk in buying and eating. ’
